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S. KOREAN PRIME MINISTER MEETS WITH THO?’

[Text] Brussels, 10 Sep (AFP)--South Korean Prime Minister Nam Tok-u today met European 
Commission President Gaston Thorn and the commissioners responsible for industry and the 
community’s external trade to discuss the ten's growing dificit with South Korea. An EEC 
source said that Mr Thorn, Etienne Davignon «nd Wilhelm Haferkamp reiterated concern 
expressed to Seoul's foreign minister [as received] Kim Tong-hui in March. The deficit 
topped $1 million last year, virtually ten times the 1975 figure of $144 million. 


Considering the rapid development o: South Korea with the average per capita income 
leaping from $115 in 1961 to $1,500 in 1979, the ten want Seoul tostep up imports from 
the community and to accept a reduction of trade privileges. Seoul hold that it is up to 
Europe to slow more energy to penetrate the South Korean market. 


Two specific issues are copper imports and television sets. South Korea heavily taxes 
imports of processed copper, but by selling the processed metal at rates well above world 
levels on its domestic market can offer producers prices way above the mariet. The EEC is 
also investigating charges that Seoul has been “dumping” Slack-and-white TV sets on the 
European market. South Korea is anxious to conclude a cooperation treaty with the ten, 
similar to that the community signed with the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN: 
Thailand, Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore and Philippines) last year. The EEC is however 
treading warily, reportedly for political reasons. 


Before the meeting Mr Nam who is on the last leg of a tour of northern European nations, 
placed a wreathon a monument to soldiers killed in the Korean war.

[Excerpts] Brucsels, 10 Sep (AFP)--South Forean Prime Minister Nam Tok-u, who met today with 
top officiais of the European Economic Community (EEC) here, has predicted a revival of pro- 
duction and exports from South Korea and a drop in inflation from 20 to 10 per cent. The 
prime minister made his remarks at a press conference following meetings with European 
Commission President Gaston Thorn, Vice President Etienne Davignon, who holds the industry 
and energy portfolio, and Commissioner Wilhelm Haferkanp, who is in charge of externai 
relations. 


President Thorp pointed to the trade inbalance between the 10 Corson Market members and 
South Korea, which more than doubled last year to some 1,000 million dollais. Mr Thorn 
gave his assurances that the European Commission was fighting against protectionism, but 
declared this struggle must be supported by actions to lessen the trade inbalance. 


Mc Nam responded that South Korea had already liberalized regulations on 75 percent of 
imported goods, and that this percentage would increase to 90 percent in 1986. Mr Nam 
said his country had its own foreign trade problems, with a 1980 balance-of-payments 
deficit amounting to 5,000 million dollars, much of that with Japan. 


The group of South Korean businessmen who accompanied the prime minister have made many 
contacts with Belgian counterparts. Among the deals worked out was a contract for the 
Beigian subsidiary of the Bell Telephone Company to install some 850,000 lines in South 
Korea and train 200 Korean technicians in Belgium.

Hans-Dietrich Genscher; place and date not given! 


Text] ZEIT: SPD Chairman Willy Brandt said recently that he could not guarantee that the 
coalition would last until 1984. Could you guarantee that? 


Genscher: I said it last week and I say it again: I am convinced that this cozlition 
will be continued up to the end of the legislative period. We want that at any rate. 

We are asking ourselves, however, and we mean statements made not just by one leading 
Social Demo rat, why doubts have been expressed regarding the continued existence of the 
coalition. I prefer the appeals of the SPD chairman, urging us not to forget the things 
we have in common. 


ZEIT: You wrote to your party friends in late August that our people are standing at the 
crossroads. Do we still stand there’ 


Genscher: Last week's decisions clearly indicated that switches have been clearly set in 
the direction I indicated in the letter. We need a clear turn toward more individual 
responsibility, toward stronger promotion of private initiatives, toward recognized per- 
formance in order to handle the challenges faced by our country--and not only by curs. 


We have changed framework conditions of world economy, clearly characterized by increased 
participation of Third World countries in the world economy. We cannot ignore this 
change because we have initiated it. 


ZEIT: Does this mean that “Operation 82" will be just the beginning of further operations? 
Graf Lambsdorff has written that the problems of tomorrow cannot be solved by just a 
few changes of the buiget and of social law. 





Genscher: I believe that in facing a challenge, the people must realize the significance 
of the task. I hope that I have made a contribution, with my letter and the ensuing 
discussions, to creating awareness of this problem in our country. 


ZEIT: Ome didn’t have the impression in past weeks that this was the dominating approach. 


Genscher: The struggle for the right employment policy was dominating for me. For me, 
it is part of a decent human society that those who can and want to work should have the 
opportunity to do so. That is part of self-identification in the liberal sense. I 
consider, therefore, overcoming labor market problems the central task of our society. 


ZEIT: Part of this has been understood differently by the public. One believes that 
curtailment of payments to the unemployed--suggested by you to overcome unemployment-- 
would be punishment for those directly suffering from unemployment. 


Genscher: There is certainly no “punishment” involved. It is a question of obtaining 
the means to regain leeway for state action. Additional taxes and dues levied on income 
and gains should not curtail investments and the will to make gains, on the contrary. 


ZEIT: The SPD voiced a lot of criticism at the party of the “economic count.” Behind 
it was the accusation of being reactionary. How was it really’? Did all the “reactionaries” 


really side with the FDP in the long weeks of negotiations’? Or were there uwnciear fronts? 
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Genscher: If somebody on our side intended tc impede cooperation with the Social 
Democrats, he could have paid them back in the same coin. But we do not deal with our 
partners on such a level and in such a style. Those who observed the discussions 

in past weeks, including August, will have noted that the FDP did not utter one word 
of criticism with regard to the SPD or leading SPD personalities. This attitude will 
remain. 


Problems related to the fate of our country are involwed here in the true sense of the 
word. Whether we create jobs or whether more jobs are endangered, this is a critical 
matter for everybody involved as well as for our country and our society as a vhole. If 
such problems are involved, a discussion can be held only in a businesslike way and 

not to a view which one of the parties nas implemented more than the other. I reject 
that on principle. 


ZEIT: Does this mean that the packages you decided on cannot be altered and that every 
change by the SPD faction, for example, would cause a breach of the coalition? 


Genscher: We intend to implement the package as it is. Everybody knowing the realities 
of politics also knows that if something is changed in one place, something else will 
begin to slip elsewhere--we also have ideas on how matters could be improved. We will 
cause no slides, particularly because no one knows where this might end. 


ZEIT: Your party speaks of the “beginning of a change,” indicating that it will con- 
tinue. Where, how and when will it continue? 


Genscher: I believe that the initiated policy will lead in the right direction, namely, 
to more private investments and more individual responsibility. An improvement of our 
economy's ability to compete is the best policy for the workers and employers. 


ZEIT: Isn't there a basic limit whenever the necessary increase of the ability to com- 
pete destroys social peace, which must have an effect on the economy? Isn't there a 
limit, for example, when a general cut of payments for the unemployed causes deteriorated 
solidarity between the working and the unemployed? 


Genscher: I consider social peace in our country most important. Social peace in 
our country was very much created by the existing social justice--which was achieved, 
last but not least, in the period of the government coalition between the FDP and the 
SPD. This should not be questioned 


Regarding our decisions involving the federal labor office and prerequisites to be 

met to obtain unemployment insurance benefits, one must listen to what is going on in 

the plants and one will see that considerable agreement prevails with regard to FDP plans. 
We have made structural suggestions serving the interests of those unemployed through 

no fault of their own, after having paid their unemployment insurance contributions for 
years. But I don't want to add insult to injury as regards the SPD. 


ZEIT: Is your basic statement that the economy should have leeway again... 
Genscher: No “again.” 


ZEIT: ...Well, then, should have leeway for developing the initiative of businessmen. 
Is that more important for you than the preservat on of the coalition? 


Genscher: I want to implement the right policy in the coalition. The government coali- 
tion has implemented a number of social achievements to strengthen social peace in the 
past few years of its governmental activities, achievements I still consider correct. 
The opposition has no reason to complain because it agreed to them and because it 

prided itself in this connection during the election campaign. 
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Realizing in = changed world economic situation that one must react to the changes does 
not mean abandomment of earlier decisions. It is instead the ability to demonstrate 
foresight and to adapt to changed conditions. That is -alled political leadership. 


It is now necessary to prepare the citizens for these necessities, to show these reces- 
sities to them. I believe that the insight of our citizens with regard to these neces- 
sities is stronger than some of those poeple who are making loud statements at the moment 
be lieve. 


If it turns out that the current government coalition is unable to pursue a policy that 
is necessary for the future, the voters might give the majority to others. Some people 
find it hard to vote for the CDU. But they will do it if tnis coalition doesn't show 
that it is able to master the situation. I don*t want to bring about a CDU majority 
according to the motto: “Close your eyes, take CDU.” 


ZEIT: What domestic and foreign political developments can we expect to come from this 
coalition in the coming 3 years, if it exists that long’ 


Genscher: The implementation of the federal chancellor's government statement given in 
November last year. We are the party guaranteeing it. We will stick with it. 


ZEIT: Egon Bahr recently stated that if the United States or the FDP should deviate from 
the jointly agreed balance policy accepted by the East and the West, the SPD would be 
unable to cooperate. 


Genscher: Since we are known as people who implement what we have promised to the voters 
and to our partner, we will achieve what we have jointly planned in the government in this 
respect: contribute through negotiations to active disarmament and arms contro’. and to 

the achievement of a balance on as low a level as possible. I am asking myself what 

Mr Bahr intends by saying that another approach could be possible. 

ZEIT: What does the foreign minister aim for in the counterarmament negotiations? 
Genscher: I have never left any doubts that I would prefer a zero solution. 

ZEIT: Im this respect, you agree with Egon Bahr. 

Genscher: I am not so certain whether he means a bilateral zero solution as I do. I mean-- 
and that was put down in my party's Bundestag election program--renunciation on both 
sides, not a unilateral zero solution but “the” zero solution. I just heard about the 
statement of a high-ranking Soviet military official who said that the Soviet Union rejects 


a sero solution on its part. 


ZEIT: “Zero solution” would mean that NATO renounces the deployment of the 572 mediun- 
range weapons provided that the Soviet Union... 


Genscher: ...abolishes its advance armament. 
ZEIT: Is this to say that it removes all its SS-20's? 
Genscher: That's correct. 


ZEIT: What can be imagined to be a realistic negotiating objective in the face of what 
you quoted a Soviet general as saying? 


Genscher: In NATO’s® counterarming decision this is defined in the way that the counter- 
arming requirements will be decided on and can also be corrected in the light of concrete 
progress achieved in the negotiations. The key to a reduction or to entirely avoiding 
the counterarming does not lie in Washington, not in Bonn, but it lies solely in Morcow. 
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ZEIT: Do you trust that the present American administration will hold the negotiations 


vith the recuired seriousness and energy 


Genscher: Yes, I have said this already on various occasions. In addition, we have seen 
to it that we will be much more involved in the preparations for and the coordination of 
the negotiations than has been the case om other such occasions. 


ZEIT: The continuation of arms control actually is only one--though a very important-—- 
part of East-West relations. Will it be the main discussion subiect when Brezhnev visits 
the Federal Repudlic in November? Or will the perspective of a long term cooperation also 
come up for discussion once again? 


Genscher: We say ves to a long term cooperation. But what regards the East-West rela- 
tionship and therewith necessarily also the subjects of discussion with Mr Brezhnev, it 
would, indeed, be wrong if we were to narrow our energies and attention to the significant 
issue of nerzotiations on medium-range missiles. For me, the current Madrid CSCE followup 
has a very high rating, on the one hand, because of the broadness of the subjects under 
discussion there, and on the other, because of the special topic reearding the holding of 


a European disarmament conference. I would see an important element, also for the stabili- 
zation of East-West relations, if such a conference would agree on confidence-bui ldineg 
measures for all of Europe, meaning from the Atlantic Ocean to the Urals. Such a stabili- 


zation is what matters. 


Third, 1 want to mention the great subject of moderation in international relations, of 
self-restraint and noninterference in the internal affairs of other states. In this respect, 
a positive approach by the Soviet Union to the European Community's proposal regarding a 
peaceful and politicai solution to the Afghanistan issue. for instance, would be of an 
extraordinary high symbolic value, in the sense that it would brine positive influence 

to bear on the East-West climate. We, as Germans, could make an important contribution 

to this through animating the German-German dialogue. It is, after all, a positive 
experience gained precisely in the last few months that in the difficult international 
situation it is not additicual tensions that are emanating from the German-—Cerman situation 
but rather stabilizing effects. 

ZEIT: Im contrast to what is heard in European capitals, this kind of poli present ly 
does not meet with loud applause in Washington. 


Genscher: What kind of policy? 
ZEIT: The attempt at continuing, irrespective of Afghanistan, what was called “detente” 
before which is also aimed at overcoming Afehanistan, or the confidence-building cont inua- 


tion of trade relations-<such as the natural gas deal with the Soviet Union. 


Genscher: The United States has lifted the erain embargo. This is whv we certainly will 
not introduce a pipe embargo. 


ZEIT: So the natural gas deal is progressing irrespective of what Washineton save in 
this respect? 


Genscher: Yes, but we will succeed in convincing our allies. 

ZEIT: Next Sunday, your American colleague Haig will come to the Federal Republic. You 
vill accompany him to Berlin. He will deliver a speech there, which reportedly is to be 
a significant one. What does the federal foreign minister wish to be the content of the 


speech? 


Genscher: A reiteration of the joint policy of actively securing peace.

Nevertheless, there can be different views on the best way t represent these interests. 


In owr relationship with the United States, it must never be overlocked that it is common 
security interests and mmon ideas on valves which white us. This is being ignored in 
some of the criticism voiced of the United States. Sometimes the impression is created 
that the Federal Republic is located hore -- it is not Europe of which the maiority of critice 
are sneaking -- and the United States exists somewhere elee. about the same distance from 
us as the Soviet Union. This, | think, is an inadmissable simplification which distorts 
reality. 


If you compare certain starting positions of the American Republicans prior to the elections, 
from 1980, between the elections and the taking of office and from after the taking of office, 
then it becomes evident that the U.S. Republican leadership more and more has come closer to 

the joint positions taken on these isswes. 


There are always fields of discussion which remain wesett led Sut this has occurred in 
the past as well. The only question is whether different po ns are discussed among 
friends in this or that place or described almost ereedily, s ' speak. a5 a proof for 


wmbridveable differences whereas wtmost restraint is exercised —- let alone -- comforting 
friendliness shown toward the Soviet Union. 


ZEIT: In the event that the social-liberal coalition irrespective of yvour own wil) is 
going to break and that you have to take the reins with the CDU, would vou prefer a parti- 


cular person or would you serve under any CC! chancellor 

Genscher: | have never dealt with speculations but only with real objectives, which I have 
mentioned before, namely, to make my own contribution to the action capability of the 
government formed by the FDP and the SPD. One does not thouehtlessly throw away the 


capital of trust vielded or the multitude of objective conformity shown in the many years 
of cooperation with the federal! hancellor. 
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ZEIT: The year 1984 bas an ominous Orwellian ring. In 1984, the present coalition vill 
have been in office 15 years. To you consider it possible on principle that your period 
in office could be extended’? Or are you of the view that after 15 vears the citizens and 
politicians should call for a change? 


Genscher: Governments which are not in a position to undergo change by themselves will 
be replaced and changes will be assigned to others. We want to avoid this. This is why 
I am asking myself whether the SPD is well advised if it now says that a change is not 
possible. 


ZEIT: Do vou remember in this respect the traditional role plaved by the FDP, which 
yeveral times interfered as the spirit-of-the-age agent to bring about a change? 


Genscher: Just let us disregard the spirit of the age. I assess ._. FDP’s mission much 
higher and say that it has to see to what is required for securing our country’s chances 
for the future. And I ask you, please, not to let this serve as fresh food for coalition 
speculations. It is meant quite objectively, for what is at stake for us is the matter 
alone. 


ZEIT: Judged by such an approach, some people envisage a Federal Chancellor Genscher. 
Could you imagine such a solution a la Reinhold Maier [the late prime sinister of Baden- 
Wuerttemberg and formér federal chairman of the FDP] during the vears to come in the

Bundestag Security Debate

[Text] Bonn, 10 Sep (DPA)--In today’s Bundestag debate on security, Federal Foreign 
Minister Hane-Dietrich Genecher expressly welcomed U.S. Secretary of “tate Alexander 
Haig’'s visit to Berlin as the visit of an “ally and friend.” We said that the campaign 
planned against Ha'g’'s visit harms the city and German interests. In his condemnation of 
demonstrations, “irrecpective of which political camp they come from,” he also included 
members of his own party who had announced their readiness to participate. 


Genscher strongly rebuffed opposition claims that the Helsinki Final Act so far has 
“achieved nothing.” He said that the existence of these accords signed by 35 states has 
prevented “international tensions from having a stronger effect on Europe.” The kev issue 
for the current, second CSCE follow.) meeting in Madrid is holding a “conference on 
European disarmament.” Regrettably, the Soviet Union has so far not agreed to the U.S. 
proposal to extend confidence-bullding measures to the whole of the European Continent. 


Genscher said he is convinced that all Germans in both states cherish “no exaggerated 

hopes” regarding Brezhnev’s visit to Bonn in November. However, the Federal Covernment 

will not fail to make every possible attempt to achieve cooperation in the West-fast 

dialogue and this also applies to relations with the GDR. = 


Genscher asked for understanding concerning the seed for security felt in the Soviet Union 
on account of Hitler's attack in 1941. A need which, he said, is exaggerated by many 
people there. It is true that this need for security changes nothing in the military 
imbalance which favors the East, but it aleo cannot be ignored. The Federal Government 
wants to work with all its strength to enlighten the Soviet Union about German convictions. 
"A war must never again start from our soil.” Genecher explained, while expressing 
determination to continue working on the CSCE process. Genscher accured the Soviet Union 
of having let slip historic opportunities, for example, when the Americans took unilateral 
arms control measures such as halting production of the B-1 intercontinental bomber and 
abolishing compulsory military service. But Moscow can still rectify matters and seize 
these opportunities.

NEVE RUMR-ZEITUNG of Essen writes: Despite massive protests of the Berlin workers. the 
SPD leadership did not succeed in prompting the Young Socialists to give up their 

protest. The trade wnions, however, have clearly shown their opinion. They have nc 
sympathy for any kind of anti-American slogans in Berlin. All that makes one think, first, 
times are gone when the democratic parties of Berlin agreed on the aesesement of America.

[Text] Was the coup d’etat in Bangui--where things were completely calm this Thursday 
morning, 3 Septembe:, as our special envoy reports--in fact simply a “transfer of power" 
from the “deposed” president to his chief of general staff in keeping with a scenario 
fixed in advance? Accordins; to very good sources in Paris, Dacko, who was ill, aware 

of the impossibility of “stabilizing” his regime and subject to attacks of <. »ression, 
organized his own departure “under constraint,” knowing, moreover, that France would do 
nothing to prevent him from doing this. The former head of the Central African state 
apparently preferred to hand over power to the armed forces chiefs, with whom he was 

in agreement, rather than to his political adversaries. 


Wasythe Elysee informed of Dacko's intentions 1 week in advance, as LIBERATION maintained 
this Thursday morning? [It is difficult to be certain. Nonetheless, according to reliable 
sources, the Gabonese head of state seems to have telephoned President Mitterrand last 
week after a conversation with President Dacko’s son about the president's intentions. 


A few weeks ago, President Bongo approached Dacko to urged him to take the “democratization 
measures desired by Paris. The Central African president did so, lifting martial law 

and authorizing the existence of opposition groups once again. These measures were, of 
course, welcomed by the French Government. At the same time, Dacko was to reverse his 
decision and abandon the firm line he took following the attack on a Bangui movie theater 
on 14 July. 


"Preferential Relations With Paris” 


Following the cabinet meeting on Wednesday, the Elysee secretary general stated that 
"France is not involved in the Central African situation either directly or indirectly.’ 
"The French Government's concern,” Beregovoy explained, “is to see the Central African 
Republic return to normal democratic life as soon as possible.” 


Referring to the events and seeming to fear the possible consequences, Cooperation and 
Development Minister Jean-Pierre Cot stated on Radio France International on 
Wednesday: “The Dacko government has given way to a military government and handing 
power over to a military government is always an admission of failure and, hence, is a 
source of anxiety for us French.” 


In Bangui, General Kolingba stated on Wednesday that he intends to “restore order” 
before contemplating handing power backto civilians. Referring to the latter, he said: 
"Let themkeep quiet for the moment and not make any move. When order has been restored, 
I will see what can be done to hand power back to then.” 


For the time being, France, whose new Arbassador Couturier was received by General Kolingba 
on Wednesday, does not seem to be envisaging recalling even some of its troops stationed 
in Central Africa where they are still confined to barracks. 


Moreover, tne Military Committee for National Recovery [CMRN] has published a list of the 
23 ministers, all officers, who comprise this body. Gen Andre Kolingba, for his part, 
who is head of state and of government, chairman of the CMRN and minister of defense 

and of veterans. expressed the wish to maintain “preferential relations” with Paris and 
described as “completely untrue” the rumors that the Americans incited him to oust Dacko. 
The UPI agency believes that former head of state Dacko and his close aides are under 
house arrest but has no confirmation of this report. 
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COLOMBO DISCUSSES RANGE OF INTERNATIONAL ISSUES

[Text] Rome, 10 Sep (ANSA)--Certain Libyan initiatives, not least of which is unilateral 
maritime claims which helped spark the Sidra Gulf incident, cannot help but give cause 

for concern, according to Italian Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo in an interview to the 
weekly “LA DISCUSSIONE (DISCUSSION)” magazine. And of course, threats, especially totally 
ungrounded cres, must be rejected, Colombo added. 


In giving a rundown on foreign policy, Colom dwelled at sone length on Libyan-Italian 
ties, stressing that economic cooperation be ween the two countries has been mutually 
advantageous and that Italy is always ready to enter into a sincere political dialogue in 
which the two sides make an effort to understand the positions of the other. 


Several weeks ago Libyan and U.S. planes clashed over the Sidra Gulf. Later, Libyan 
leader Mu‘ammar al-Qadhdhafi threatened to attack missile sites in Sicily, Crete and 
Turkey should this ever happen again. The Italian Government has said such threats are 
totally unacceptable and in the interview published today Colombo said that Tripoli sust 
come to realize that respect for international rules is in the interestof everyone. 


Keeping his focus on the Mediterranean, Colombo also turned t= the problem of Malta. By 
guarantecing the island's neutrality ad urging others to do so, Italy seeks to contribute 

to the stability of the Mediterranean, he said. This goal could be better achieved if 

other states, especially those of the region, extend their guarantees to Malta, on condition 
of course, that Malta keeps scrupulously to its own statement of neutrality, Colombo went on. 


Turning to his recent mission to Ethiopia and Somalia, the minister said Italy was not 
seeking the role of a mediator as the conflict in that area was between African states. In 
Italy's view the problem sheuld be dealt with at a continental level, within the framework 
of the Organization of African Unity, and without the interference of powers outside Africa. 


Italy would continue patiently to work for the settling of disputes through normal diplomatic 
channels rather than through military confrontation among neighbors who could more fruitfully 
join forces to combat the common enemy: underdevelopment, Colombo said. 


As to East-West ties, Colombo said that Italy has reconfirmed its political wil! within the 
Atlantic alliance to help carry out the agreed upon programs of common interest, to work for 
serious and effective disarmament and a restoration of that balance that has been unfortunately 
compromised due to the unhappy initiatives of others. 


With regard to specifically European problems, Colombo said that Italy would work to reopen 
the Community, which was stretching ever more toward the Mediterranean, to a common vision 
of true integration and tc 4 truly political commitment like the one envisioned at the time 
of the EEC’s foundation. Bureaucratic encrustations and myopic nationalism which slow 
their process down must be eliminated, he said. Italy is working hard for the gradual 
achievement of true European union, he concluded. 
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CALVO-SOTELO DENIES PLANNING CABINET CHANGES

[Excerpts] Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo-Sotelo told EL PAIS yesterday he has no 

plans tc make any changes in his cabinet. “Meither now nor in ths near future,” was what 
he said as he entered the VIP lounge of Barajas airport, where he took off for 

Palma de Mallorca for official talks with King Juan Carlos at the royal summer residence, 
Mariveat Palace. 





Prime Minister Calvo-Sotelo stressed that there will be no government crisis and that 
the subject was not included in the agenda for his talks with the king, with whom he 
intended to discuss “current business.” Asked whether he was in favor of the inclusion 
of non-Union of the Democratic Center [UCD] politicians in a future ministerial shuffle, 
Calvo-Sotelo said that “this possibility will be examined when the time comes.” 


The prime minister's denial, following persistent rumors of an imminent government 
crisis, was first given at his meetin, with civil governors from all over Spain in the 
morning. “They are unfounded specu'ations,” Calvo-Sotelo said, “because there will 

be no such crisis in the near future." 





EL PAIS has discovered that the postponement of the crisis couli! be motivated by Calvo- 
Sotelo’s desire to admit to the government not only Garrigues‘ “Independents” but also 
representatives of the Catalan and Basque minorities. According to Center sources, both 
Catalan and Basque spokesmen agree that a precondition for their government participation 
should be the addition of a further ciause to the agreements signed by the UCD and Spanish 
Socialist Workers Party on 31 July, stating that the agreements “will not affect the 
existing statutes.” 





This condition set by the Nationalists could be accepted by Calvo-Sotelo, though it 

seems that the Basques have also demanded a solution to the dispute over the command 

of the autonomous police force and prior agreement on the size of the quota that the Basque 
country will have to pay the Spanish state over the next 5 years within the framework 

of the economic agreements. According to the autonomy agreements, the final qucta should 
be considerably higher than this year's provisional figure. 


With regard to the possible inclusion of Catalan minority leaders in the government, 
Miguel Rocas said: "We are always willing to guarantee the governability of the 

state and we do not refuse to shoulder our responsibilities, but I do not believe that 
things are moving in this direction at present.” Ramon Trias Fargas, chairman of the 
Catalonian Democratic Convergence, Roca's party, said that “convergence is always willing 
to cooperate with the UCD in government.” This remark is particularly significart since 
Trias Fargas has always seemed unenthusiastic about this integration into the government 
on previous occasions. The rivalry between Trias and Roca to secure a ministerial post 
is well known. 


Manuel Sarraga, secretary general of the Catalonian Centrists-UCD, said in this 
connection that “this subject was examined a little more than a year ago and was 
rejected. Converegence must now concern itself primarily with governing efficiently in 
Catalonia and only then think about cooperating in governing in the rest of Spain.” 


Antonio Garrigues Walker, leader of the Liberal clubs, denied in an interview published 
by DIARIO 16 yesterday that Calvo-Sotelo had offered him any ministerial post, but 
confirmed that “this subject was discussed at my recent meeting with him." Garrigues 
Walker, who is rumored to have been offered the Justice Ministry following Fernandez 
Ordonez’ resignation and who could have negotiated the deputy premiership for economic 
affairs for the nuxt cabinet shuffle, nipped in the bud the criticisms within the UCD 
itself by the possibility of the ‘nclusion of independents in the cabinet.

SPOKESMAN CLAIMS ADOPTION OF AKEL PROPOSALS

[Text] Most certainly it was AKEL which recommended to the National C--ncil to submit to 
the Turkish Cypriot side a concrete proposal on the territorial aspe’: of the Cyprus issue. 


This answer was given by the spokesman of AKEL in answer to ovr question on yesterday's 
report in the newspaper 0 ACON that “the National Council rejected a recommendation by 
AKEL for submission of new proposals on the territorial issue.” 


The spokesman added that AKEL always respected the conf‘dential character of deliberations 
by the National Council because this was a unanimous decision of its members and because 
this is proper. Since, however, certain personalities and certain newspapers make 
“revelations” particularly in a manner which may lead to wrong impressions, AKEL cannot 
remain silent. 


The spokesm. observed that as a responsible and serious party, AKEL never hesitated to 
accept its responsibility vis-a-vis the people's problems, nor is it inconsistent like 
some others, who on one day denounce the country’s leaders for not submitting con:rete 
proposals and the next day recommend nonsubmission of proposals and discontinuation of 
the dialogue. 


The AKEL spokesman added that submission of a concrete counterproposal by the Greek 
Cypriot side on the territorial issue would force the Turkish Cypriot side both to submit 
a new proposal and to prove whether it is prepared to abandon its present position, which 
is considered totally unacceptable not only by us but also internationally. If the 
Turkish Cypriot side fails to do this, then it will remain exposed. 
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If, he added, we avoid submission of a concrete proposal, then Denktas will proclais 
that we remain immovable on our 1977 proposals and that we do not wish to end the 
deadlock. 


The rhilosophy beind AKEL"s position, the spokesman added, is that our side must make 
every possible effort for a fundamental dialogue which would disclose all the “cards” 
of the Turkish Cypriot side and prove whether there are any prospects for rapprochement 
anc agreement. This is why AKEL advised that we should recommend 22 percent for the 
area onder Turkish adminiscration instead of the 20 percent recommended in 1977. 


The spokesman also pointed out that it is mainly thanks t- AKEL's insistence that a draft 
constitution was prepared and submitted to the Turkish Cypriot side. Everyone remembers 
the furor created by the irresponsible and by the demagogues against AKEL when it 
recomended the preparation of a constitutional draft. Now the National Council agreed 
that t»xe drafting and suomission of a constitution with specific proposals on the 
participation of the two communities in central organs and with other provisions was a 
necessary action.

Expressing 
his pleasure over the visit of the Kuwaiti amir, General Evren said: I can say that our 
discussions have been « beneficial preparation for the further promotion of our bilateral 
relations, and particularly for finding the economic field in which we can cooperate with 
Kuwait. 


Noting that in a bid to cast a shadow on relations between the two countries, some 
circles misinterpreted the fact that official talks with the Kuwaiti amir lasted for a 
short time, General Evren said that the visiting amir told him: We have reached agreement 
so quickly that we have been able to complete our talks in a day. That will give us the 
chance to visit Istanbul. General Evren added: In fa:t, our talks which lasted a day 
have ended with complete agreement. I can say that such contacts will continue between 
the two countr tes. 


General Evren said that the Kuwaiti amir invited him to visit his country and that he 
would do so as soon as possible. Prime Minister Bulent Ulusu, State Minister and Deputy 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal and Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen returned to Ankara with 
General Evren. 


Joint Communique

[Text] The joint communique on Turkish-Kuwaiti talks was released in Ankara today. The 
communique says that the two heads of state express their pleasure over the continuous 
development of bilateral relations between the two countries and reiterate their 
determination for the further promotion and strengthening of cooperation. Noting that 

the two sides are concerned with the negat:ve developments in international relations, the 
communique says that respect for global peace sad security, independence, sovereignty 

and noninterference in the internal affairs of other countries are indispensable in 
international relations. 


The communique further notes the concern of the two sides on the escalation of the arms 
race in the world, and calls for arms limitation and for the strengthening of efforts to 
create an atmosphere of positive cooperation among countries. 


On the Palestine issue, the communique says that no just and lasting solution to the 
Middle East problem will be found until the right of Palestinians to form an independent 
state on their land is recognized, and until Israel withdraws completely from the 
occupied lands. The communique adds that the PLO must be a party to these efforts. The 
communique notes that Kuwait appreciates the just Turkish stand on this isswe and its 
support for the Arab cause. After denouncing Israeli attacks on innocent people in 
Lebanon and Israel's interference in the affairs of Lebanon, the communique says that all 
efforts to establish peace and stability in the country must be supported. 


The communique adds that the two sides express their determination for the development 
of cooperation among the Islamic countries on various fields and for the continuation 
of efforts in a bid to strengthen the Islamic Conference Organization. 
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The communique expresses great concern over the continuing war between Iran and Iraq and 
says that all efforts by the Islamic Conference Organization to find a peaceful solution 
to this problem in a short time are supported. 


The communique states that the Afghanistan problem must be solved in a way based on 
respect for that country’s sovereignty and independence. 


Pointing out that the insurance of peace and security in the Gulf area is the 
responsibility of the Gulf countries, the communique calls for the prevention of foreign 
intervention in the area. The communique notes that Turxey supports efforts for the 
strengthening of relations among the member countries of the council of cooperation 
among the Arab countries of the Gulf. 


Stressing the importance of extending aid to developing countries, the communique appeals 
on all developed countries to actively participate for the establishment of a new world 
economic order. 


On the issue of economic relations between tie two countries, the communique notes: The 
two sides have reached an agreement to devise a general framework that will create an 
atmosphere suitable to increase trade, tourism, service and investment enterprises in a 
way that will serve the mutual benefit of the two countries and to engage in new 
activities that will promote cooperation between them. The communique expresses the 
belief that such a framework would provide new dimensions in joint ventures in the 
fields of agriculture, petrochemical industries, communication, transportation, 
infrastructural constructions, tourism, as well as other fields of service both on the 
bilateral level or with cooperation with interested third parties. 


The communique points out that all contacts among businessmen, industrialists and 
representatives of relevant private or state enterprises will be encouraged. Meetings 
will be held in a short while in a bid to examine possibilities for investments in joint 
projects, banking, financial activities, transportatior facilities, and to reach agree- 
ments in these fields. 


The communique concludes by noting that Amir Jabir al-Ahmad as-Sabah has invited Head of 
St°te General Evren for an official visit to Kuwait and that this invitation has been 
accu pted.

MINISTER OZAL REPORTS INCREASE IN INDUSTRIAL EXPORTS

Ozal stressed that it was an important development that the tax revenues and the budget 
were balanced. He said that for the first time the 1981 budget would be balanced. or 
maybe with only a very small deficit. 


Also addressing the meeting, Finance Minister Kaya Erdem explained that, ‘ollowing the 
impiementation of the tax law, domestic financing was being carried out without resorting 
to sentral bank sources and that this was an important factor in reducing the rate of 
inflation. He stressed that at a time when developing countries were cutting down on 
their imports in order to fight inflation, Turkey had iicreased its exports and that 

this was a sien of success. 


Trade Minister Kemal Canturk told the meeting that investments must be accelerated for 
Turkey's economic development. He added that the state would help investing companies.
